The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



The prior art of record do not teach or disclose a colorant comprising compounds of the 
claimed formula (1) in a developer-coupler combination for oxidative dyeing of keratin fibers. 
Further, applicants submit with this response a certified English translation of the priority 
document (German Patent apphcation No. 102 51 106.3, filed on November 02, 2002, which 
antedates the prior art of Pasquier et al. (DE 101 41 722 Al) and it is not available as prior art. 
Accordingly the claimed subject matter as a whole would not have been obvious in the art of 
keratin fibers oxidative dyeing formulation or in the art of synthetic chemical compounds.
